That Central Telephone Co. Has Bee^^i 
Gobbled Up By the Bell. 


Kalamazoo People, However, Believe 
It and Are Sore. 
* 


The managers of the Tvin City tele­ 
phone company of this city refuse to 
ibelieve that the Central telephone 
company has been gobbled up by the 
Bell. 
John R. Price, the representa­ 
tive of the Benton Harbor company who 
attended the meetintJ^ in Grand Ripids 
last week, stated this morning that he 
did not believe for a minute that ihe 
Central company of Kalamazoo or the 
Heddon of Dowagiac had been sold. Mr. 
Price says that he was in communica- 
tioQ with Kala*aazoo last night and he 
learned that the Bell had made no 
effort lo buy tbe Central but had made 
an offer on the Mutual and the stock­ 
holders of the latter company will soon 
meet to take action on the proposition. 


In case the sale of tbe Central com­ 
pany has been effected it will be a bad 
blow to the local company as it will 
cut off a large per cent of their toll 
business. 
It will cut the home com­ 
pany out of 
KalaiiidZuo, 
Lansing, 
Grand Uapids and almost every uoint 
outside of Berrien county. 
Already 
the home company has been cut out of 
South Bend by the recent consolidation 
there and the closing of the áouih 
Bend 
indepehdeut 
exchange 
has 
stopped the independent service be­ 
tween Benton Harbor and many of the 
Indiana towns. 


Although the Benton Harbor com- 
p a n y ^ iil not believe that the Kala­ 
mazoo company has sold out, still Kal­ 
amazoo people accept the report as a 
fact. 
The Telegraph of last night con­ 
tained the following, and to understand 
the situation it must be remembered 
that the Central is the company owning 
the Slate lines out of Kalamazoo and 
the Mutual owns the independent ex­ 
change: 


After the meeting at Grand Ilapids, 
where the reprebcntatives of the inde­ 
pendent companies had atrreedto stand 
by one another and stand out against 
the efforts of the Bell company to 
down them, it was not dreamed that 
such a deal was In contemplation, even 
while that meeting at Grand Rapids 
was In session. 


They cannot now understand it and 
it is with a great deal of impatience 
that some of the stockholders seek for 
an explanation of the new complication. 
Some are in favor of holding out even 
If the sale of .the Central telephone 
company cuts the Mutual company off 
from long distance communication with 
the outside world; while others accept 
the situation with the best grace pos­ 
sible, saying that if the people do not 
appreciate a good thing they are will- 
iner to sell out and let one telephone 
system carry on the business iu ivala- 
inazoo and charge whatever price it 
has a mind to. 


The deal between the Erie company 
and the Central telephone company has 
been quietly conducted by the majority 
stockholders, D. D. Streeter, Iv S. 
Roos of this city, and Fred E. Lee of 
Dowagiac. 
Manager Charles H. Seiiz 
was sent to Cleveland to meet the Bell 
people and the result was that he closed 
a contract for the salo of the loae dis­

That was t i e t-nlurinsjf weugu utjii Lhey 
confidently expected itmt. other dealb 
would follow. 


The Erie company hari, hosvcver, 
made an offer fur llie hteal Mutual com­ 
pany on a ba^ia of a price a little below 
par.

been paid in: but the company owes

Test Case Is Brought in the Supreme 
Court. 


It May Stop the Graft of Political Or- 
g-ans. 


Lansing, Jan. 30.—Tbe present meth­ 
od of awarding the tax sales to news­ 
papers by the auditor-general is attack­ 
ed as unconstitutional by Chauncey F. 
Cook, of Saginaw, who has obtained an 
order from the supreme court requir­ 
ing the auditor-general to show cause 
why a mandamus should not issue di­ 
recting him to set aside certain tax 
sales. 


John A. McKay, attorney for Cook, 
in his brief, claims that the decree for 
the sale of the lands is void because 
there is included in the amount decreed 
the sum of forty cents per description 
for publishing the notice of the sale of 
the same. 
Tbis is claimed to be in 
violation of Article 4, Section 22 of the 
constitution of the state, because it is 
printing ordered by the legislature 
without being let by contract to the 
lowest bidder or bidders. 


“ Forty cents per description is an ex­ 
orbitant and unreasonable amount to 
charge in addition to the fact that it is 
not uniform or equal,” says Mr. Mc­ 
Kay. 
“ It bears as heavily and is as 
great upon forty acres as upon a sec­ 
tion of land. 
The object of the con­ 
stitutional provision was to prevent 
printing of this kind from being given 
to political adherents at excessive or 
exhorbitant rates, and to protect the 
public treasury against an excessive 
payment for the work over and above 
what would ordinarily have to be paid 
by requiring it to be let to the lowest 
bidder. 
By passing a law in conllict 
with this provision the legislature has 
violated the c >nstitution. 
'Phis 
in­ 
validates the proceodlners under which 
the decrees that were taken and the 
sales held, because in pursuance of con­ 
ditions of the law which are unconsti­ 
tutional.” 


So far as known this particular point 
has never before been raised in a tax 
title proceeding, and should the con­ 
tention be sustained the auditor-uren- 
eral would in tne future be deprived 
of the most valuable patronage which 
he has to bestow.

S EVERAL Btoriet had been told by the 
various memben of the little companjr 
which usually gathered of a winter’a even* 
ing about the stove in “Meggs* general mer*

cboliay heavy losses, or disappointment 
in love, but chiefly revengèr and the de­ 
sire to inflict serious injury on another.

But this money is not so much 
in bribes to the magistrate himself 
as to the men about him, who largely 
control his decisions. 


It is very common for these runners 
to be in league with bands of robbers, 
nnd when thi.'? is the case it is next to 
impossible tt) bring the highwaymen 
to justice. 
A bit of recent personal ex­ 
perience will illustrate the situation 
better than chapters of dissertation. 


In January lust I had occasion to 
make a trip of 15 miles to a large m a r ­ 
ket town situated in the midst of a 
very lawless region. 
It is terrorized 
by an organized band, numbering up­ 
wards of 3.UUI) men. called the Sword 
Society. 
These men are thoVoughly 
organized for 
olTense 
and 
defense. 
'I'hey are nt>t all professional robbers. 
Many are farmers and tradesmen. 
Hut 
they rob at night or day for an avoca­ 
tion. as it were, and are so numerous 
and powerful that the government is 
helpless to disband them. 


Having occasion to go by a longer 
way I sent my load by the direct road. 
My burden-bearer arrived at his desti­ 
nation at about four o'clock, and when 
I arrived, two hours later. 1 learned 
that he had passed through the village 
where tlie bead man of this sword so­ 
ciety lives, and hail been stopped l)V 
him and half tt dozen others. 
A few 
tilings were taken from him. when they 
found it was a foriigner’h Ictad. and 
they beat a liusty retreat. 
The loss 
was triiling, but it seemi'd like a gocd 
opportunity to do something towards 
breaking u|) this band of robbers by 
having their Uader arrested. 
1 inter­ 
viewed the jjrefect. who. by the way, 
is one of the very best Chinese otiicial;- 
I have known, or heard of. 
He prc.m- 
ised to ariest this arcli-ltighwayman. 
He knew of 
his 
many 
crimes 
and 
seemed glad of a good case against 
him. 
The prefect 
was evidently 
so 
tnuch in earnest that the arrest had to 
be made. 
It was done, but it took u 
month to do it. though his movements 
were known to the runners 
all
